6. Ability to Manage and Protect the River if

BLM currently has litth: or no ground presence 
on these river segments Despite the excellent 
values that exist withén portions of the corridor, 
the lack of resource and enforcement personnel 
and imc dhicrent funding presents a signifi ant 
challenge io BLM in considering how to effec. 
ment in this particular area. To date, remoteness 
and difficult access have kept visitation light 
throughout a significant portion of the year The 
majority of visitors reflect local residents in Utah 
and Nevada who are acquainted with the 
stream's amenities and who have learned how 
and when to navigate the sometimes impassable 
roads to the perennially flowing sections. 
inclusion into the NWSRS would, without ques- 
ton, bring additional attention to the segments 
and potentially draw a larger number of visitors 
from a wider geographic base Resources along 
these segments of the wash are fragile and can- 
not take a substantial increase in human actrvity
